Soviet 
Manoeuvre 
In U.N. 


New York, Oct. 27. 

» The Soviet Union in 
effect is “withdrawing by 
stages” from the United 
Nations but will’ not 
formally forfeit its mem- 
bership within the fore- 
seeable future. 


That. is the consensus of 
many delegates and diplomatic 
observern who hnve followed 
the United Nationa since the 
birth of the world organisation 
in San Francisco. 

The considered opinion is 
that the Sovict will continue aa 
long as possible to use the 
world forum aa a sound board 
for ideala it wishes to dissemin- 
ate. However, at the same 
time, the actuality is the Rus- 
siana and satellites are refua- 
ing -to participate in. progres- 
sively more of the union's spe- 
celal laboura, :
